“People are more willing to accept land use controls”, Dr. 
Raleigh Barlowe, Specialist in Land and Water Policy, Michigan 
State University stated to an audience at a land use meeting in West 
Branch Thursday. December 11. ’ 

He gave severai reasons ior this snifi in thinking. Peuple have & 
broader education and no longer accept the idea that the land 
owner has sole right to use property with disregard to societies 
needs. Wider suffrage gives many non-property owners a voice in 
land use matters, consequently land owners have Sess. voice. 

ecause there is wider suffrage there is actually a mora democratic 
society, More people have a voice in the decisions which are made 
that affect ineir dastinios, their linae More people have higher 
incomes. A higher standard of living is shared by a greater number 
of people in this county. Land is not held by a few wealthy families 
as in some countries. 

Shrinking resources is having an affect on how people feel - 
about land being mis-used. More and more people are becoming 
concerned about the waste of agricultural land and open spaces. 
Move peopie are becoming aware hat if wa as a society,co not pian 
ahead to protect open space and farm land now it will be extremeiy 
costly at a later date to rectaim such lost land. : 

More peopie are-becoming concemed about ihe environment. 
They are willing’ to accept mera controls to - protect the 
environment. They are willing to accept more controls to protect 
the environment, to have clean air to breath and clean water to 
drink. They are willing to give up some personal freedoms for the 
benefit of society. Or. Barlowe went on to give a history of property 
ownership starting in the days when land was owned by ie king in 
the 1100 A.D. Fifteen people attended the meeting from Crawford 
and Roscommon counties. :

Avalanche Of Bills Hits Legislature 

And then there's the case of the 
Michigan Legislature, 1975 style, 
which has already set a new record. 

Mare bills have been introduced In 
the 1975 legislature than in any 
Michigan legislature in history. 

By the first of December, the 
Michigan lawmakers had introduced 
3,044 bills, which ‘passed the old 
record of 3,038 for the entire year of 
1969. And there was still a month to 
go when the new record ‘was set. 

Any bills introduced in the first 
year of a two-year legislative session 
which .remain unpassed when the 
second year starts are still alive and 
kicking; they cafry over for the full 
two years of the session. And the 
lawmakers can introduce more bills: 
next year; the post track record 
indicates about 1,000 more suggest- 
ed laws and changes will be: intro- 
duced in 1976. ; 

Senate Majority Leader William B. 
Fitzgerald of Detroit explains that the 


‘ drum of bill introductions indicates 


this year's legislators are more 
aggressive than in some past years. 

"This is a hard working, activist 
legislature, especially in the senate,” 
Fitzgerald said. 

“We have several new members in 
the senate and they're getting into 
ihese issues with both feet.” 

He’s right. on volume; the 1975. 
senate has introduced about 100 
more. bills than the record-setting 
pace of the senate in 1969. 


But what amazec me is the fact that 


our elected lawmakers believe our 
present-!aws are in such bad shape 
that we need 4,000 new ones, 

How cn earth have we been able ty 
Survive so far, if 4,000 new laws are 
deemed desirable? It’s sort of fright-
